The applicant may submit comments on an fnfonnal basis on the written opinion of the Intemational Searching Authority to the 
intemational BufBeUj. The Intemational ^iieau will send a copy of such comments to ail designated Offices unless an 
international preliminary examination report has been or is to be established. These comments would also be made available to 
the public but not betore the expiration of 30 months from the priority date. 

Within 19 months from the priority date, but only in respect of some designated Offices, a demand for international preliminary 
examination must be ffled If the applicant v^shes to postpone the entry into the national phase until 30 months from the priority 
date (In some Offices even later); otheniwse, the ^plicant must, withfn 20 months from the priority date, perfonn the orescrlbed

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having raoeived the international search r^rt, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
intemationai applieation. It should however be emphasized that, since ail parts of the intemational appiication (claims, 
descr^n ar»d drawings) may l>e amended during the intemational preliminary examination f^ocedure, there is usuaily 
no need to fPe amendments ol tiie claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be puUbhed 
for the purposes of provistonal protection or has anotiier reason for amending the claims before intemational pbiSmtion 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional prcrteotion is available in some States only 

What parts off the bitemallaml appflcaHon may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the cUums may be amended. 

During the Intemational phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and dirawinn may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the IntemaSonai Examining Authorfty J J n«w,u™r 

l^XHi entry into the national phase, ail parts of the intemational application may be amended under Artide 28 
or, where appHeable, Aitide 41 . 



Within 2 months from the date of transmfttal of the intemational search report or 16 months from ttie priority 
date, whichever time Mi expires later It should be noted, however, that the amendments wiU be considered 
as having been received on tone if they are received by the Intemational Bureau after the expration of tiie 
appljcabie time limit but before the oompletion of the technical preparations for irtiemational pubtieaUon 
(Rule 46.1).

The amendnwnts may only be filed with the Intematfonal Bureau and not with the reoeivmg Office or the 
Intematnnoi Searching Authority (Rule 46 2) 

Where a demand for intemational preDmhary examination htt beenifa filed, see betew. 

Either by oanodSng one or iTiore entire olaima, by adding one or niore new 
oneormoreofthedaiinsasfiied. 

A repiaoement iMieet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims wittch, on account of an amendhient or 
amendnents, differe from the sheet originally fSed. 

AO the claims appearing on a r^laoement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerala Where a daim m 
wnceiled, no renumbering of tiie other claims b required. In all oases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (AAnimstrative Instructions, Section 205(b)) 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the intemaUonal application Is to be puMtshed..

Lettar Section 205(b}): 

The amendmef^ must be submitted with a letter. 

The latter will not be published with the international appiication and the amended dams, it should not be 
confused with tiie 'Statement under Article 19{1)- (see below, under 'Statement under Articto 19(1)'). 

The letter must be In English or f^aneh, at the choice of the appUoant However, If the language of the 
ESJS"^^ letter must be to EngOah; if the language of the iirt^nitlonal application

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the intemationai searoh report or the relevance of eftations 
contained in that report Refereiwe to dtaticns, relevant to a given daim, contained in the intemationai aeareh 
report may be made only in connedion with an amendment of th^ elaon. 



Consequence If a demand 1^ International prdlmlnaiy examlnaUon has already been filed 

at the tvne of filing any amendhtants under Article 1 9, a demand for mtemationaJ prdimlnary examinaiicn 
has already been submitted, the applicant must preferalily, d the same lime of filing the amendments vnth the 
Intemationai Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments witti the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority (see Rule 62.2(cO. first sentence) ^ 



Consequence with regard to transbrtien of the Intemationai appllcalhin tor entry Into the nattond phaae 

The applicants attenfien is drawn to the fad that, where upon entry into tto national phase, a translation of the 
daims as amended under Article 19 may have to be lUmished to the desi^udedAdected Offbes, instead of. or 
in addSdon to, the translation of the daims as filed.
